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Fish are Returning to the Banks in Large Numbers 


OHN Burns, Jr., of Boston, President of Ocean Trawling 
Company and Burns-MeKeon Company, in a recent state- 
ment for the ATLANTIC FISHERMAN, said: 

‘*A hundred years from now we may see some permanent 
depletion in the quantity of fish on the banks, but our na- 
tural resources will keep us supplied for many years to come. 
In most cases fish are migratory and follow water tempera- 
tures and feed. This means that when, due to some freak 
of nature, changes oceur in different areas, the fish are 
not found in their usual haunts, But they always come 
back, 

‘‘Trawlers do not damage the feeding grounds. In faet, 
I believe that the same benefits are derived from stirring up 
the ocean bed that are realized from plowing land. In order 
for land to be productive the soil should be turned over in the 
Spring and again in the Fall. Why should not the ocean soil 
be made more productive in the same manner? Marine life 
upon which our fish feed is protected to a certain extent by 
nature with a covering of kelp, marine growth, ete., and the 
action of the trawls on the ocean floor tends to uncover the 


feed and make it more easily accessible to the fish. Vast 
quantities of feed come into certain areas that are also 
migratory. 


‘‘Even if it were true that the trawlers were driving the 
fish to more secure places on rocky bottoms, that condition 
could not continue to exist, as these safety areas would soon 
become overcrowded, and vast quantities of the fish would be 
foreed into the open. While it is true that we have had to 
go farther afield to secure our catches, there is absolute proof 
that the fish are returning to the adjacent banks in large 
numbers. There have been many trips of late between 
100,000 to 225,000 pounds of fish taken in three to five days 
fishing. This does not indicate that our fishing grounds are 
becoming depleted. 

‘At certain periods the demand has not been sufficient 
to absorb the production. This condition can only be rem- 
edied by consistent and energetic efforts to stimulate the de- 
mand for fresh sea food. To prevent the spasmodic over- 
supply this industry must be eareful that the building pro- 
gram does not over estimate the future demand. Our mod- 
ern method of handling, a more discriminating selection and 
grading has received a ready response from the consumer. 
The attitude of the consumer is always the crux of the 
situation, ’? 

Speaking of full powered ships, Mr. Burns stated: ‘‘Old 
types of vessels are gradually drifting out of the picture to

be replaced by the modern Diesel powered craft. One of 
the great savings realized by the use of Diesels is in the eost 
of construction itself. A boat costs so much per foot to 


build. By using Diesel power a 125 foot ship can be built 
with as large a hold capacity as is possible in a 150 foot 
ship ‘operated by steam. There is also quite a saving in 
the cost of operating the smaller boat with somewhat cheaper 
fuel.’’ 

Referring to the dory fisherman, he remarked: ‘The dory- 
man is slowly passing on. He is an expert boatman and 
fisherman, but a good doryman is born and not made. This 
form of fishing does not attract the present day fisherman, 
as the hazards are probably five times as great as in a trawler. 
We have never lost a man on our trawlers. Moreover, the 
trawler fisherman does not need the long experience. After 
a few trips he becomes quite a fisherman.’’ 


John Burns, Jr., is President of the Ocean Trawling Com- 
pany, Burns-McKeon Company, Ocean Oil Company, Sandy 
Machine Company and Freeport Realty Company. The John 
Burns Company was organized in 1868 by Mr. Burns’ father. 
Burns-MeKeon Company, the successor, confines itself to the 
distribution end of the business, and is the manufacturer of 
‘“Supreme’?’ fillets. 

The Ocean Trawling Company was organized in 1926. The 
Louis M. Winslow, and the Alden A, Mills, operated by this 
company are sister ships. The Ocean Trawling Company 
also operates the Cormorant, the ‘‘Queen of the Fishing 
Fleet’’, which was built in 1928, and the Yankee, built as a 
challenger for the International Fisherman’s Cup, and later, 
in 1929, converted into a trawler. With these three abso- 
lutely different types of vessels, the Ocean Trawling Company 
has a very unique opportunity to study comparisons. 

The Louis M. Winslow and the Alden A, Mills are steam 
trawlers, and were built in 1919, 

The Cormorant is a modern Diesel trawler, powered with a 
500 h.p. Nelseco Diesel engine. She also has two Nelseco 
Diesel engines operating generators which furnish power for 
her several electrical auxiliaries. A 65 k.w. generator drives 
an electric motor operating the main winch. Two other gen- 
erators furnish power for lights, pumps, ete., and for an elee- 
tric fish hoist. 

The Yankee is a wooden dragger, powered with a 300 h.p. 
Cooper-Bessemer Diesel engine. One of the features of her 
operation is that her winch is operated by a friction clutch 
drive from the main engine.

Fish Pier Bill Was Endorsed at Hearing 

The question of financing the proposed fish pier in Glouces- 
ter came up ‘before the House Committee on ways and means. 
A group of prominent residents of Gloucester, headed by

: The ‘‘Ripple’’ 

The Ripple arrived in Portland the latter part of Mareh 

with 125,000 Ibs. of haddock and 25,000 lbs. of codfish. 
Trawlers to Land at Portland 

Captain John Augersen, of the Fordham is enthusiastic 
over his command. Her radio antenne carried away in a 
gale, he recently put in to Portland to discharge 110,000 
pounds of groundfish, after a night at sea which he described 
as the worst he had ever experienced. He declared however, 
that the Fordham and her sister ship Notre Dame were two 
of the best sea boats in the trawler fleet. Captain Augersen 
predicted that Portland will see a lot of the trawling fleet 
this Summer. His company, the Atlantic & Pacific Fish Co., 
plans to send one vessel a week to Portland, while other 
companies will order frequent trips discharged at Portland. 

Trawlers at Burnham & Morrill’s 

More than 1,000,000 pounds of groundfish from the Grand 
Banks and Western Banks of Newfoundland poured into Port- 
land the week of Mareh 16-21 when five beam trawlers un- 
loaded their catches at the Burnham and Morrill Co. wharf, 
East Deering. The season at this concern’s great fish plant 
begins about mid-March and continues until July when the 
company has put up its annual quota of sea fish foods. The 
first arrival was the beam trawler Louis Winslow with 125,000 
pounds of groundfish. Last season a total of more than 
6,000,000 pounds of fish was discharged at the Burnham & 
Morrill plant and fully as much will be handled this season. 

A Good Halibut 

A 160-pound gray halibut was landed at Willard & Daggett’s, 
Portland, by Ernest Ross and Ernest Todd who have one of 
the finest Hampton boats in Casco Bay. The big fish was 
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caught on a No. 21-thread line-traw] and measured 6% feet 
from nose to tail. Dressed for market the halibut produced 
100 pounds of meat. 


Salmon in Gill-Net 

An unusual incident accompanied the efforts of Captain 
Charles Train and his crew of the Portland Fish Company’s 
gill-netter Pofisco, when they took their nets aboard off Tanta 
Grounds early in March. Two large salmon, rarely found 
in Maine waters at that time, were gilled with the other fish. 
They weighed 12 pounds apiece and a Portland restaurant 
paid $1 a pound for them. Fishermen say they never knew 
salmon to stray into a gill-net before, those caught in Sum- 
mer off the mouth of the Penobscot having been taken on 
trawls. 

Capt. Thomas’ 31st Command 

Cap’n Bill Thomas, 72 years old, quit fishing last Fall after 
55 years out of Portland declaring he was done. But he 
isn’t. On the contrary he has contracted with the J. D. 
Morse shipyard at Damariscotta, for a new schooner, to be 
a little better than any of the other 30 vessels he has com- 
manded. It will be 70 x 16.6 with a depth of 8 feet, and 


will be done in time for the opening of the swordfishing 
season in June. 


Eastport, Maine 


Passamaquoddy Bay, where many 
craft have been idling, moored dur- 
ing the Winter. These boats run from 
60 to 70 feet in length, and are val- 
ued at from $15,000 to $20,000. They 
are powered with gas or oil engines. 
Some are owned privately, others by 
sardine packing companies. 


‘*‘New Dawn’’ Bought by Dirigo 

Alleging debts totalling $1,494 for supplies furnished, the 
Harris Company, of Portland, filed a libel against the fishing 
schooner New Dawn. Sale of the schooner was ordered by 
Deputy U. S. Marshall Walter S. Keene. At the public auc 
tion March 12, M. W. Trefethen of the Dirigo Fish Co., Port- 
land, bought the vessel for $3,200. 

Monoxide Gas 

The experience of those on board the fishing schooner Bernie 
§ Bessie, Captain Henry Gallant, out of Portland, should 
serve as an object lesson to other fishermen to consider 
the possible chance of monoxide gas poisoning from the motor 
exhaust. The Bernie § Bessie left Portland about 2 A. M., 
for fishing grounds off Cape Porpoise. Captain Gallant, 
Jacob Sears, Clifford Cotreau and Chesley Gardiner, all of 
Portland, were asleep in the after cabin. John T. Powers 
had the night trick at the wheel. 

When Powers went to awaken the men in the early morn- 
ing all were unconscious and the cabin reeked with deadly 
gas. Running offshore a following wind had swept the heavy 
fumes from the exhaust under the stern down the open com 
panionway hatch. Powers and six members of the crew who 
had been asleep forward dragged the men out into the air and 
the Bernie §& Bessie was driven back to Portland where an 
ambulance rushed them to the U. S. Marine Hospital. They 
were given oxygen treatment and at noon time were discharged 
but only the prompt discovery, first aid of the crew and 
hospital treatment saved them. 

New Lightship 

After 28 years of riding out gales at the entrance of 
Portland Harbor, Lightship 74 is to be replaced by the new 
Lightship 90. The new boat is a flush deck vessel and much 
better sea boat than its predecessor.

Whales Present

March. Several were seen between Squirrel Island and South- 
port. Porpoise were also plentiful. Torehing for herring * 
was being carried on quite successfully by some fishermen and 
it was doubtless the schools that attracted the big cetaceans. 

Warning 

Dr. William C. Kendall, South Freeport, representative of 
the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries, told the 
Maine legislators that unless netting of 
smelts in tide waters is_ restricted 
Maine’s smelt fishing industry will be 
ruined. The supply, already somewhat 
depleted, will be exhausted in a few 
years, the Doctor believes. He is con- 
sidered an authority on this subject and 
is the author of an exhaustive history 
of smelts recently published by the Bu- 
reau of Fisheries. 


Sardine Exhibit 

Maine’s display window at the North 
Station, Boston, has been given over to 
a two week’s exhibition featuring Maine 
sardines. A booklet published by the 
Sardine Fisheries of Maine distributed 
in connection with the display, lists 
many tasty ways of preparing sardines. 
Samples of the fish packed by the 31 
establishments of the state and a series 
of pictures depicting catching and pack- 
ing operations are included in the 
exhibit. 


Sardine Prices 

In accordance with a previous an- 
nouncement prices were advanced March 
4 on all grades of Maine sardines 15 
cents, the basis price now being $3.50 
per ease of quarter keyless oils, Port- 
land freight rates applicable, with the 
usual differentials on other styles. One 
Portland packer has issued a_ price 
list of his own on a slightly different 
scale but the variations and the volume 
concerned are not sufficient to affect ma- 
terially the figures of the other packers. 


Death of Jay C. Potter 

It was a great shock to all those in 
Eastern Maine fisheries industries to 
learn of the sudden death at Eastport 
of Jay C. Potter, manager of the J. W. 
Beardsley’s Sons fish produets plant 
there. He was born in Toledo, Ohio., 
in 1871. At the age of 25 he entered 
the employ of the Beardsleys then lo- 
cated in New York City. Five years 
later he was transferred to Eastport 
and placed in full charge of the com- 
pany’s important branch there. In 
the course of time the Beardsley com- 
pany bought the Martin factory property, site of the oldest 
sardine factory in Maine, which Mr. Potter completely remod- 
elled and adapted for a permanent location. This plant was 
burned in 1926 being replaced by the present modern establish- 
ment. Mr. Potter was recognized as one of the most astute 
business men and industrial managers in Eastern Maine. He 
was well known on both sides of the border where he purchased 
large quantities of fish of all kinds, especially herring for 
smoking purposes. He was a member of the Elks and the 
Rotary Club, and a man of sterling character, liked by young 
and old. 

George A. Beardsley, who was called to Eastport by the 
death of Jay C. Potter, before returning to New York, an- 
nounced that the Beardsley plant at Eastport will continue 
as usual. George A. Durgan, of Lubec, will be in charge. 
Miss Blanche Woodman, who has been in charge of the office

Mount Desert 

Notice of a decision of the Government to augment the 
facilities of the Mount Desert Rock Lighthouse by the addi- 
tion of the most up-to-date type of radio beacon follows close- 
ly the 100th anniversary of service for this light. When the 
first lighthouse was built on this lone rock 20 miles or 
more out in the open Atlantic from Mount Desert Island, 
the feeble rays which shone from its tower came from eight 
Argand oil lamps.» There were no lens in the tower but 
behind each light there was a 20-inch metal reflector. It 
was modernized somewhere about 1850 the present tower dat- 
ing from then. In 1888 a 100-pound fog bell was furnished 
but was replaced a year later with a steam signal.

Catch of Yellow-Tails Large 


With the Black-Backs Increasing 
By Joe C. Allen 


‘ i 7 & have had wind and snow until the place seemed plumb 
unnatural and folks got so accustomed to walking with 
a list to windward that some of ’em haven’t righted 
themselves yet. The first breeze came during the first week in 
the month, accompanied by a heavy fall of snow, and the high- 
est tide in twenty-odd years. Old-timers tell us that some of 
the streets in the various down-Island towns were once the 
sea-beach, and it looked as if the ocean had come back to 
tuke ’em back during the blow, for the water stood a foot 
deep over the paving in some places, and it was all ruffled 
up by the wind. 

This was the worst storm, but we have had a series of gales 
since, with a lesser fall of snow, and the wind has stayed 
in the East almost continuously for the month. 

In spite of the weather, however, there has been consider- 
able fishing done and the hauls have averaged larger than 
common which has brought the monthly catch up as high as 
usual; perhaps a trifle higher on yellow-tails. These fish 
have been the main-stay of the fleet all Winter and thus far 
into the Spring,-but all through the month of March the catch 
of black-backs has been on the increase, and the latter part 
of the month has brought some very good trips that were al- 
most clean of all other varieties. 

Haddock and Cod 

The haddock have left on schedule, with the last run of 
good fish showing over toward our neighbor, Block Island. 
Previous to that we had our little flurry of razor-backed fish 
that ran entirely to backbones and heads with no ballast in 
between. There are any godsamount of cod, fine fish too,

and the line-trawlers are getting fine trips whenever they set. 
But there is nothing but flat fish on the soft bottom. 
Smelts and Perch 

The pond fishing started on the very last of February when 
they got a few smelts. These fish have been very scarce 
and the fishermen haven’t taken enough to market. But 
there are some good perch in West Tisbury Pond, and the 
first haul they made netted forty-four barrels. Weed and 
other pond rubbish interferred considerably with the seining, 
also ice and windy weather, and they have only taken small 
hauls since. But they did get their twine around a big school 
on one other occasion, and just as they begun to purse, they 
caught a stake that tore the net wide open and let the catch 
out. Perhaps it’s just as well if the remarks on that occasion 
ure omitted. 

Scallops and Quohaugs 

Sealloping is all wound up and the island season was a very 
good one. Prices failed to go to their accustomed level, but 
the catch was heavy and hung on well. Quohaug prices are 
beginning to look up and it appears right now as if there 
will be an opportunity to make a good dollar on them before 
Summer. There is no question about the supply in those sec- 
tions that ure commonly fished. Its harbor is commonly 
called ‘‘the bank of Edgartown’’ and it’s a very appropriate 
expression, 

Edgartown’s Herring Fishery Harmed 

But Edgartown’s herring fishery seems to be all shot this 
year. The gale previously mentioned broke out an opening 
between the pond and the sea, so that it will be impossible 
to hold the fish in the pond as is commonly done. Ordinarily, 
the fish come in through a long creek, and are herded up with 
a seine, into a cove where they are held inside a wire fence. 
There they lay in perfect comfort until a schooner comes in 
to bait, when very little time is required to drop the seine 


around the desired number of barrels. When the supply 
runs low, the fishermen simply seine the pond again and drive 
in another bunch. But with this opening broken through, 


the entire system is ruined and the fishermen expect to Jose 
several thousand dollars. 

Tis an ill wind that isn’t fair for someone, however, 
and the wrecking of the Edgartown fishery has increased the 
prospects of those in Chilmark and Gay Head. 

Plenty of Lobsters in Sight 

The first lobster-pots were set and the first lobsters market- 
ed at Woods Hole before the twentieth of March. This isn’t 
a record, but its fairly early considering the weather. The 
lobstermen say that there are darned few big crustaceans 
rambling around at this time, but the bottom is covered with 
shorts. This is migthy good news, for one shedding will 
see plenty of those shorts come up to the legal limit, and it’s 
always a good sign to see plenty of ’em around. 

Capt. Salvadore Sea-Scalloping 

Capt’n John Salvadore of the new schooner 3 and 1 and 1, 
has fitted for sea-scalloping and sailed on his first trip the 
week of the sixteenth. Johnny got off-shore just in time to 
catch a no’th-easter square on the nose, and the sea ran so 
high that the boys had to go aloft in order to tell when it 
was daylight. 

Capt. Osborn to Have New Schooner 

Capt’n Abe Osborn of Oak Bluffs is building a new schoon- 
er, which will be launched at Essex about May first. She is 
seventy-eight feet overall, eighteen feet in the beam and will 
craw nine feet. She will be equipped with 170 horse-power 
C-O engines, with an independent unit for lights and pumps. 
The schooner will carry the full, old-style rig, and will fit out 
for sword-fishing as soon as she is launched. It is doubtful 
if she will go otter-trawling next Fall, Capt’n Osborn having 
a strong inclination for a return to line-trawling. This is 
good territory for the business, as has been shown all through 
the Winter, and it looks like a general return to it by the 
inshore fleet. 

Capt. Mayhew’s Used Car 

Capt’n Ernest Mayhew has attracted country-wide atten- 
tion by his disposal of an old Ford ear. The Captain took 
the engine out and installed it in a boat. Then he took off 
the plating and made a barrel for a coal stove that was set 
up in his bail-house. From odd remaining bits of the plat 
ing, he made stovepipe enough to hook up the stove, and then 
he chopped up the chassis and used it for ballast. As the 
steering-gear went into the boat along with the engine, there 
was practically nothing left but the wheels and rims, and at 
last reports, Capt’n Mayhew had made plans to hoop some 
bait-tubs with the latter.

Weirs Have Been Loaded 
With Schools of Sardine Herring

UE to the many schools of sardine herring in the harbor * 
and bay the past month the weirs have been loaded, 
some of the weir crews taking as high as 300 barrels 
a day. Many of the harbor pole weirs have been driven, and 
work is now going on between Wood End and Race Point 
where several weirs are driven each year. The sardines have 
served to attract whales and most any day during the past 
month these monsters could be seen within a half mile of 
Town Dock, spouting and playing about in the harbor. 
Trawlers Damaged 
During the high course tides which were accompanied by 
East and Northeast gales recently, three of the power dory 
trawlers were damaged by having dragged or parted their 
moorings. They were the Plymouth Rock, owned by John

At the height of 
the gale, blowing East Southeast, between sixty and seventy 
miles an hour, and with the tide nearly low, the flounder 
draggers Atlanta and Serafina slipped their moorings and 
grounded outside low water mark. Fortunately the wind 
hauled into the Westard on the flood tide, both craft sustain- 
ing little or no damage. 


Flounder Fry 

At the suggestion of Representative Perry of Brewster, 
the Bureau of Fisheries consented to distribute flounder fry 
in local waters as in past years. A truckload of twenty 
cans were recently sent to Provincetown from the hatchery 
at Woods Hole, Mass. James M. Burke, in charge of distri- 
bution, had the fry immediately transferred to a waiting boat 
to be planted in suitable places in the harbor and bay. The 
shipment was made up of half blackbacks and half yellow- 
tails. Each ean was said to have contained two million fry. 


Offshore Catches 

The local trawler dories, averaging thirty to thirty-two 
feet long, have found it necessary to fish off-shore from fifteen 
to twenty miles the past month, there being practically no 
groundfish nearer home. Those who were venturesome enough 
to travel this distance have landed between five and ten 6500 
Ib. boxes when dressed. The catches this time of year are 
mostly haddock with a few large cod, cusk and redfish mixed 
in. Among those ‘in the limelight for large catches are Joe 
and Domingo Perry, boat Katherine P.; John Phillips and 
his son, boat Three Sisters; Antone Elears, boat Mayflower 
Second; John Paul, boat Plymouth Rock; and John Costa of 
the boat Gerald C.

Fishermen Benefitted 


by Stormy Seas Cutting New Channel

HE Easterly »gale that struck Long Island early in 
é i March, though doing considerable property damage at 

East and South Hampton, has proved a boon to fisher- 
men and yachtsmen using Great South Bay. This storm re- 
sulted in a freakish act of nature. As the heavy seas were 
tearing at the foundations of expensive Summer residences, 
they were also pounding and tearing at the narrow strip of 
beach which separates the ocean from Great South Bay. Each 
time a wave receded it took a few square yards of sand with 
it. At the peak of the tide, the seas swept and overwhelmed 
the beach, and cut a new channel through Fire Island Beach 
opposite East Moriches. After the storm had abated some- - 
what, it was a surprise to all to witness the result of the 
terrific seas, Where, since the beginning of reckoning 
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by any known Long Islander, Fire Island Beach was unbroken, 
except for Fire Island Inlet, there was now an _ inlet 
nearly 500 feet wide and 20 feet deep. Unless this newly 
formed inlet fills up, it will prove to be of untold 
value as a haven of refuge to fishermen and yachtsmen. Un- 
til this took place, fishermen from Montauk caught off shore 
in an Easter, had a long run to Fire Island Inlet or Sheeps- 
head Bay for shelter. The storm did the work of a large 
number of men and machines, and has saved thousands of dol- 
lars. This inlet also opens the bay to opportunities greater 
than ever, as to fishing, clamming and oystering. 
Sag Harbor 

Sag Harbor made more of a showing as a fishing port dur- 
ing the month of March than for the past three years. A 
number of flounder draggers tied up overnight here for a 
few weeks while fishing in neighboring waters. Flounders 
in March were not over plentiful, and for a time sold for 
but $5.00 a bbl. Fishing parties have not been able to 
make their usual catches this season, the fish not seeming 
to be very eager for the type of food offered them on a hook. 

Cod Prices Were Low 

Cod fishermen on the South shore have stowed away their 
codfishing gear after what has been a rather poor season. 
Cod fish were plentiful enough, but the prices were so low 
that it was hard to come out in the clear. 

End of Scallop Season 

Seallop fishermen finished the 31st of March, stowed their 
gear, took out their masts, sails, ete., and are undergoing a 
general painting and overhauling in anticipation of the com- 
ing party season. A few will equip for weakfishing and 
clamming. 

Sea scallop fishermen as a rule are flounder dragging. Oc- 
easionally a boat will make a trip off-shore, hoping for a re- 
turn of this shellfish, but of late their trips have been extreme- 
ly unsuccessful.

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Lunenburg Vessels 

The schooner Marguerite Tanner, Captain Angus Tanner, 
engaged in fresh fishing, arrived in Lunenburg with her flag 
at half-mast for the loss of two men while fishing on Emerald 
Bank. 

The tern schooner Evelene Wilkie which went ashore at 
Miller’s Point during the big gale of last month, being high 
and dry at low water, apparently undamaged, resting on soft 
bottom is owned and sailed by Captain Ernest Wilkie of 
Middle LaHave. 

The S. S. Tussle, Captain Ridgley, arrived at Lunenburg 
from LaHave, after successfully raising the sunken three- 
master General Pau. 

Two hundred tinker mackerel, measuring from seven to 
eight inches in length, were landed by the trawlers Loubyrne 
and St. Cuthbert. The fish were taken on Western Bank. 

Schooner Irene Mary, Captain L. Corkum, arrived at Hali- 
fax from a fresh fishing trip on Green Bank with about 
18,000 lbs. halibut and mixed fish. The vessel parted her 
cable and went adrift in a snow storm on the banks but es- 
caped damage. After taking on supplies the schooner sailed 
again for the banks. 

Schooner R. B. Bennett, Captain Albert Selig, fresh fishing, 
landed a good fare at the Lunenburg Sea Produets, Limited. 

A eable was received by Adams & Knickle, managing own- 
ers of the tern schooner Ethyln, Captain John Strum, which 
had practically been given up for lost on passage from Turks 
Island to Lunenburg with a cargo of salt, announcing the 
arrival of the schooner at St. Thomas, West Indies. 


March Gales 

Severe losses were sustained by the fishermen of LaHave 
Islands in the big gales of the past month. The majority 
of the fishermen did not save a quarter of the gear which 
they placed in the water, only a few days previous to the 
gales, and the most of the traps saved were in a damaged 
condition. The tides were the highest known for years. 

The crew of the schooner J. D. Hazen, who were taken off 
their waterlogged vessel by the motorcraft Salem K., at sea, 
arrived in port with a story of much hardship in the recent 
gales. The J. D. Hazen, Capt. Geo. Walters, sailed from 
Lunenburg on March 1 for sea. Caught in the storm that 
broke soon after she left port, the vessel lost most of her 
sails and drifted helplessly for days, wallowing waterlogged 
in the high seas. Signals of distress were flown, but passing 
ships did not notice them until the Salem K. came along. 
The disabled vessel was then South of Cross Island. The 
government steamer Lady Laurier also happened by and of- 
fered assistance, but the Hazen’s crew decided to abandon 
ship and go back to Lunenburg. 


For the Abolition of the Beam Trawler 

That the fishermen of Nova Scotia will fight for the aboli 
tion of the steam or otter trawlers on the grounds that the 
trawler is ruining the fishing business in Nova Scotia and is 
the means of robbing thousands of men of the means of 
earning a livelihood was the consensus of opinion of a 
meeting held at Lunenburg under the auspices of the Lunen- 
burg Board of Trade, and which was attended by represen- 
tatives of fishermen and fishing interests in the more import- 
ant fishing centres in Nova Scotia. Those attending the 
meeting from out of town points were guests of the Lunen- 
burg Board of Trade at a dinner at Hotel Ich Dien. The 
meeting and dinner were presided over by W. H. Smith, 
President of Lunenburg Sea Products, Limited, and attend- 
ed by a full representation of the Lunenburg fishing inter- 
ests.

Great Natural Sardine Weir 
At Dark Harbor, Bay of Fundy 
By Chester A. Dixon 


MMENSE quantities of sardine herring are reported from 
Joo Harbor, Grand Manan, N. B. Dark Harbor is a 

great natural fish weir located on the Western side of the 
Island at the mouth of the Bay of Fundy. The mouth to the 
harbor resembles that of a weir in that it is very narrow, 
the tide pouring into the enclosure with great velocity. When 
schools of herring skirt the shores of Grand Manan and 
‘‘strike’’ the mouth of the harbor they are actually cata- 
pulted into the enclosure by the very swiftness of the eur- 
rent. The herring are seined from the harbor without the 
construction of weirs, as is necessary anywhere else on the 
New Brunswick coast. 

New Lobster Smack 

The R. J. Conley Co., Ltd., of St. Andrews, N. B., recently 
had a new lobster smack launched from the yards of Geo. 
E. Richardson & Son, of Richardson, Deer Island, N. B., 
builders of the Grey Dawn, the flagship of the Royal Kenne- 
becasis Yacht Club of St. John. 

The new smack is 50 feet long and 14 feet beam and of 
shoal draught. It is equipped with an 85 h.p. ‘‘Kermath’’ 
engine for driving power and a three and one-half h.p. 
** Acadia’’ stationary gas engine for hoisting purposes. The 
boat will be used for collecting lobsters along the coast, and 
for freighting them from the company’s large pound at 
Bain’s Island. 

Charlotte County Lobsters 

At a recent meeting of the Deer Island Board of Trade 
the question of the stocking of Charlotte County waters with 
small lobsters was taken up and thoroughly discussed. It 
was decided to ask the Federal Government to look into 
the matter which was considered by many present to be 
an ideal way to increase the failing lobster fishery of the 
county. To do this it would be absolutely necessary to 
secure the co-operation of the fishermen themselves in help- 
ing the officers of the law in strictly enforcing the size limit 
regulations. At present in some parts of Charlotte County 
small lobsters are taken from the water and sold, in spite 
of the vigilance of the fishery officers who are seriously handi- 
capped in their work in protecting this important fishery. As 
a concrete example of the wisdom of throwing the small lob- 
sters back into the sea, Maine was cited by Capt. Fred 
Lord, of Lord’s Cove, N. B., as a striking case in which 
the fishermen were richly benefitted by the prohibiting of 
catching and selling small lobsters. 

Change Urged in Lobster Seasons

change the legal dates of the various lobster seasons now in 
force in some of the districts in the Maritime Provinces, at 
least. The move for the purpose of preventing the over: 
supplying of the Boston markets and those of other places 
in the United States, as has been the ease during the past 
few years, which resulted in a general slump in prices. It is 
said that most of the Canadian exporters and the United 
States importers favor the changes recommended. In 1929 
Canada sent $1,613,000 worth of lobsters to the United States. 
Last year the value of the shipments reached $2,318,000. 
The bulk of the exports were from the Maritime Provinces. 
Shipments of Smelts 

Thirty carloads of smelts have been shipped to Boston, New 
York, and Chicago markets this season from Gloucester Coun- 
ty, IN. B., the value of the shipments made in chilled eondi- 
tion being around $35,000. 


Planting Clams 

The Dominion Government Biological Boat Prince, (Capt. 
Arthur Calder), of St. Andrews, N. B., recently conducted 
experimental work in the form of planting clams in wire 
containers in the mud flats of Clam Cove, Deer Island, N. B. 

Larger Engine for ‘‘Oriola’’ 

Captain George Simpson of Fairhaven, N. B., a veteran 
boatman of Passamaquoddy Bay, is contemplating installing 
a larger engine in his motor-sloop Oriola, it is said, prepara- 
tory to running fresh salmon from coastal points. 

Eaton to Rebuild 

George F. Eaton & Sons of Fairhaven, N. B., which firm lost 
its sardine canning plant by fire last year, will rebuild this 
Spring. The factory will be ready to pack fish sometime dur- 
ing the Summer, according to statements made by Lowell 
Eaton, junior member of the firm. The F. W. Farris & 
Sons’ sardine factory located in the same village will be in 
operation also. 

‘‘Lucille B.’’ and ‘‘Bernadine’’ Overhauled 

Captain Gratis Cook of Back Bay, N. B., master of the 
large sardine earrier Lucille B., of the Connors Bros. fleet 
and Captain William Matthews of the same firm, master of 
the Bernadine, have recently had their boats overhauled and 
the machinery repaired at the Black’s Harbor plant, in 
preparation for the 1931 canning season. 


Storm Damage 

Much damage was done to wharves at White Head, Grand 
Manan, N. B., during high tides and gales which assailed the 
coast during the month of March. Joseph Morehouse, Wal- 
lace Zwicker, Stewart Morse and Floyd Franklin lost their 
wharf property wholly, or in part. 

The terrific Easterly gales visiting the Bay of Fundy during 
the month of March did much damage to the sardine weirs 
along the shores of Charlotte County. Some of the struc- 
tures were destroyed. The ‘*Spees’’ weir owned by Cap- 
tain Will Lord and Captain Will Cammic of Richardson was 
practically wiped out by the breeze, it is said, and Alonzo 
Conley’s weir at Spruce Island suffered heavy damages. Weirs 
at Herring Cove, Campobello, were also destroyed, 
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Digby, N. S. 


Records Broken in 


First Day’s Shipments of Lobsters 
By J. F. Hillman 


N spite of the unfavorable weather prevailing, all records 

for the first shipments of lobsters during the past five 

years were broken when 84 crates, totalling 15,200 pounds, 
were shipped to the American Market from the Western 
Nova Scotia district the first shipping day in March. 

It is interesting to note that in the years past, the values 
of the first shipments have varied greatly, $3,927 in 1927; 
$297 in 1928; $125 in 1929; $3,060 in 1930; and $5,292 in 
1931. 

During the month of March the lobster fishermen have 
done fairly well, when it is considered that many of them 
suffered the loss of traps in the big storms. 

Worst Storm in 50 Years 

March will long be remembered in Digby as the month 
when the most terrific wind storm in half a century swept 
the Western coast of Nova Scotia.

Several fishing villages in Dighy county suffered great 
damage, but it was in the town of Digby where the full 
force of the storm was felt. 

Nothing could withstand the driving seas that were 
driven before a gale that at times reached a maximum of 
seventy miles an hour. The Princess Helene, from Saint John, 
arrived in Digby shortly after 10 A.M., but failed to reach 
her berth and was forced to anchor on the lee side of 
Annapolis Basin. 

The Lettenery pier was covered with raging seas that tore 
supports loose and raced with destructive speed through the 
eribwork. 

It was here that one of the scallop boats was sunk. Another 
scallop boat, the Viola L., owned by Arch Ellis, was torn away 
from its resting place on the Raquette bank. It was the 
plaything of the tides for several hours and then dashed up 
against the Raquette bridge, wrecked beyond repair. 

Another big boat, the Puggy, owned by H. Ross, was also 
torn away and dashed against the bridge. The Puggy was 
finally salvaged by several fishermen. The Sproule Pier, 
long remembered by the fishermen of the good old days 
when Digby was the home of a big fleet of fishing vessels, 
also fell a prey to the fury of the gale. 

The heaviest individual loser in the town of Digby was 
Floyd Snow, whose pier was badly damaged. The big ware- 
house on the Snow pier was crushed by the battering waves 
and four hundred quintals of dry fish were swept into the 
seas.

Fishermen Produce and 


Market Salmon through Cooperatives 
By Cecil Boyd 


HROUGH the Fishermen’s Cooperative Association at 

Arisaig, Antigonish County, there was shipped from that 

district last year, between the middle of June and the 
first of September, 145,000 pounds of salmon, or 72% tons. 
The average price received was $13 per 100 lbs. During the 
season the fish were collected by a motor truck, traveling 103 
miles a day, and taken to Antigonish for shipment by rail 
express. Markets were found in Nova Scotia towns, Mon- 
treal and Toronto, and some were shipped to Boston. The 
buyers reported entire satisfaction with the manner in which 
the fish were iced and packed, and in every ease the fish ar- 
rived at their destination in excellent condition. 

As an outgrowth of the above Cooperative, which has been 
operating on the North Shore for the past few years, a num- 
ber of Antigonish County fishermen met at the Antigonish 
Court house recently and formed an organiaztion to be known 
as the Antigonish Salmon Producers. The new body takes 
in more territory to the Eastward, and officers were elected 
as follows:—President, Dan Fraser, S. S. Harbor; Vice-Pres- 
ident, Angus D. MacDonald, Arisaig; Secretary, Rev. D. 
MacEachern, Arisaig; Manager, John A. MacDonald, Arisaig. 
The organization has bought the big icehouse at Fraser’s pond, 
on the Cloverville road, and has stored enough ice to carry 
through a good Summer’s business. 


Northern Hope Fishing Co. 

The first annual business meeting of the Northern Hope 
Fishing Company, of North Sydney, was held recently in 
that town, and the financial statement showed a very prom- 
ising year, with a dividend of five per cent declared. The 
shareholders are all North Sydney men who last year bought 
the schooner Nelson L., formerly owned by Capt. Frank 
Lohnes, of Canso, and engaged in fishing operations out of 
their home port. The election of officers resulted in the re- 
election of the previous board as follows:—President, Dr. 
L. R. Meech; Vice-President, D. J. Campbell; Secretary G. B. 
Robertson; Directors, P. J. Grant, Stewart Ingraham, E. 
Vatcher, A. J. MacDonald, and Raymond Sainthill. 


‘*Shirley B. Corkum’’ 

The Lunenburg fishing schooner Shirley B. Corkum, Capt. 
Foster Corkum, arrived in Canso from the fishing banks about 
the middle of the month with two sick men, William 
Thornhill and Foster Westhaver, the latter of whom was in 
jured during the heavy gale, while they were fishing on the 
banks. After receiving attention from the local port physi- 
cian, Dr. MeGarry, the two men were sent on to the Marine 
Hospital at Halifax, for treatment. The schooner reported 
a very rough time on the grounds. She brought in 7,000 
pounds of fresh halibut, which were sold to the Maritime 
Fish plant here, after which the vessel sailed again for the 
Banks. 

Short Course Examinations 

On March 10th, those attending the Short Course for Fisher- 
men at the Fisheries Experimental Station at Halifax wrote 
their examinations on the following six subjects:—‘‘ Prepara- 
tion of Pickled Fish’’, ‘‘Preparation of Dried and Bone- 
less Fish’’, ‘‘Motor Engines’’, ‘‘Navigation’’, ‘‘Science’’, 
and ‘‘Natural Resourees’’. Of the 23 fishermen from the 
Maritimes who attended the course, 21 completed the examin- 
ations, and of these, 19 passed, 4 with honors. 


Canso Ice Shortage 

For the first time in years, in fact, a similar condition is 
beyond the writer’s recollection, Canso fish dealers this Winter 
did not sueceed in filling their icehouses. W. G. Matthews, 
who handles ice on a large scale, and supplies the Lunenburg 
and other Bank fishermen when they arrive here for that use- 
ful commodity, stored his supply early and had no trouble, 
but S. W. Hagarty, of Monastery, N. S., who for a number 
of years past has contracted for the job of filling the ice- 
houses of The Maritime Fish Corporation and Leonard Fish- 
eries, the two local fish buyers using the most ice, was too 
late in starting operations here and was unable to get in more 
than about two-thirds of the usual quantity.

Oyster Fishery has Brighter 
Outlook Than for Past Twelve Years 
By M. E. McNulty 


HE fishermen of the Shediae section have approved a 

plan introduced by the Board of Trade of Shediac, to 

revive the oystery fishery in that section. It is pro- 
posed to lease a section of the Shediae Bay shore to a pri- 
vate firm for the cultivation of the oysters. The provincial 
government declined to transfer the control of the oyster areas 
to the dominion government until approval was given by 
the fishermen. A meeting was held at Shediac, where the 
producers arranged a petition for presentation to the pro- 
vincial government requesting the transfer. More protec- 
tion for the oyster fishery would be available under the 
dominion government jurisdiction, particularly with a de- 
partment of fisheries in operation. About 25 years ago, the 
Shediac section was producing a large quantity of oysters 
yearly, but in recent years the output fell down. This was 
due to lack of judgment in the fishing. The result was the 
petering out of the beds, and the flop of Shediae as an 
oyster centre. 

The oyster fishery on the Prince Edward Island shores 
has a brighter outlook now than at any time for the past 
dozen years, thanks to renewed interest in this fishery. 
Before the war the production of oysters on the big island 
was one of the best features of fishing, but conditions have 
been poor in recent years. Last year an improvement was 
noticed, with the fishing interests and the governments of 
the island province and the dominion showing some life in 
the revival. As on the mainland, the slump was caused by 
over-fishing and lack of real care for the beds. It will 
take time to bring the goose that laid the golden eggs back 
into condition. At one time the oysters of Prince Edward 
Island and New Brunswick held prominent places in the 
Boston market, but they have gradually disappeared from 
this market during the past 15 years. 

The Barnes family, of Buctouche, are reported gradually 
improving the oyster fishery in the Buctouche section of 
the coast, although not making a big ballyhoo about it. 
As everywhere else in the Maritime Provinces, the oyster 
fishery at Buctouche went down a lot. Now, efforts are 
being made to revive it. 


West Indies Offer St. John a Good Market 

J. E. Zatzman, partner in McCormack & Zatzman, St. 
John, fish producers, curers and distributors, has returned 
from a trip which included stops at the islands of Trinidad, 
Jamaica, Demerara, Bermuda, Bahamas, San Domingo, 
Porto Rico, Haiti, St. Kitts and Barbados. His primary 
mission was to increase the sales of fish among the islands 
by his firm. He reports that during the past two years the 
firm has been successful in marketing an increased quantity 
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of cured fish in the West Indies, the improvement in the 
market being aided by the introduction of a new steamship 
line from St. John to the islands, and also the presence of 
two other lines sailing out of St. John to at least one of the 
islands in the group. Mr. Zatzman says there is an im- 
proved demand from the islands for dried cod, haddock and 
hake, smoked bloaters, pickled herring and mackerel. 


Leonard Represents Salmon Fishery 

Walter W. Leonard, manager of Leonard Bros., Ltd., fish 
producers, buyers and curers at St. John, was the represen- 
tative of the St. John harbor salmon fishermen and buyers 
at a conference held at Ottawa. The conference was ar- 
ranged by the Department of Fisheries, and the subject 
was the salmon fishery. The meeting was called by B. B. 
Brittain, fisheries inspector for the St. John section. Mr. 
Leonard, a son of Capt. John Leonard, one of the founders 
of the Leonard business at St. John, has made a study of 
St. John harbor fisheries, and particularly salmon, shad and 
gaspereaux. 

St. Andrews Plant Packing Iced Fillets 

The Algonquin Sea Foods, with plant at St. Andrews, are 
featuring fresh iced fillets, packed in wax cartons, contain- 
ing one pound, divided into two fillets. Distributing of the 
fillets is now under way in the Maritime Provinces. 


The Smelt Season 

Probably never before were smelt fishermen on the 
Miramichi River such heavy sufferers as during the past 
season. The heavy losses, coupled with the unfavorable 
market, resulted in the extension of the season, in order to 
give the men a chance to save something out of the wreck- 
age. The first setback came when 125 nets were carried 
away on floating ice which broke in pieces following an 
unseasonably mild spell. This was bad enough, but the 
worst was yet to come. The prices offered in Boston and 
New York went bluey going down to 4 cents. At the same 
time, these smelts were retailing in Boston at 18 and 20 
cents a pound. Toward the close of the season a terrific 
snowstorm came up suddenly, giving the smelters only time 
enough to run to the nearest land. The storm drove up the 
seas, breaking the ice. The men, barely able to get them- 
selves to safety, were unable to save their gear. Lost, when 
the ice broke into cakes and was forced into the gulf, were 
about 2,200 nets, about 50 shacks, and all the rigging, for 
about 15 miles around Neguae and Oak Point. With the 
nets that were set, went several hundred which were not 
set. The total loss inflicted on the fishermen by this re- 
verse was estimated at about $150,000. Most of the men 
fishing over the 15 miles of ice around the mouth of the 
river, lost all the smelt fishing supplies they had. 

Germaine Kelly, of Chatham, was one of the busiest smelt 
buyers on the North shore of New Brunswick, during the 
recently closed season. He visited each of the smelt fishing 
communities along the Miramichi River several times. 

Warren Williston, of Bay Side, was active in smelt fish- 
ing during the season, his smelts going mostly to Boston 
and New York. He fared about fair. 

The smelters working around the mouth of the Resti- 
gouche, chiefly at Dalhousie, had a lot better luck than 
their brothers of the Miramichi. Not that the Restigouchers 
escaped losses from the storms and breaking of the ice, but 
the total loss was greatly less than that registered on the 
Miramichi. However, the price was not any better, the 
high being four cents. During the month of January the 
official figures show 333,700 pounds of smelts were produced. 

A review of the present smelt ice fishing season on the 
Bay Chaleur-Restigouche River, would indicate that the 
larger smelts were scarce, much less plentiful than for the 
previous Winter season, while the No. 2 smelts were consid- 
erably more abundant. The larger smelts sold at a fairly 
good price, but the smaller smelts met a congested market, 
and it was difficult to sell them anywhere. 


Tommy Cods 

Tommy cods have been in better demand this year than for 
several Winters. The best price has been $2 a barrel, and 
the lowest price offered was $1.50 a barrel. The smelt net- 
ters caught quite a large quantity of the tommies in their 
nets. The tommy cods were caught at the rate of about 
16,000 pounds a month on the Restigouche River. The catch 
was somewhat lighter on the Bay Chaleur, Nepisiguit, Mira- 
michi, Richibucto Rivers, Shediac Bay. The tommies were 
shipped in the barrels, after being frozen, to the Montreal 
and Boston markets.

HE Lockeport schooner Dot and Hellie, Capt. Gordon 

MacKenzie, fresh halibut fishing out of that port, was 

recently in Yarmouth and sold a fare of 15,900 pounds 
of halibut and 860 pounds of mixed fish to Laurence Sweeney, 
Yarmouth South. Capt. MacKenzie is one of Lockeport’s 
hustling skippers and, anxious to get away on another trip, 
left Sweeney’s dock at the first possible opportunity for Locke- 
port. It was about eleven o’clock at night and very dark 
when the Dot and Hellie pulled out, and in going out of the 
harbor, Capt. MacKenzie kept a little too far to the West- 
ward and the vessel took the ground near the Beacon Light. 
It was then ebb tide and, despite all efforts which the crew 
put forth to free the eraft, it held solid and remained there 
until the flood tide about 8:30 the next morning. As soon 
us the vessel refloated, Capt. MacKenzie headed his schooner 
for Lockeport, but he had only proceeded a few miles when 
the Dot and Hellie ran into a heavy Northeasterly gale, and 
Capt. MacKenzie was foreed to return to this port, and re- 
mained for two days before the weather moderated suffi- 
ciently for him again to leave for Lockeport. The schooner 
stocked $2,425.73 on the fish sold to Sweeney. 

Capt. Ephriam Stoddard, operating his large motorcraft 
Silver Star in fresh halibutting out of Yarmouth, recently 
made a good day’s work. With four men on board he left 
port in the morning and returned late in the afternoon, bring- 
ing in a fare of 1,000 pounds of halibut and 1,300 of other 
fish. The fare was purchased by Laurence Sweeney, and 
Capt. Stoddard stocked for the day $105. 

Capt Ansel Snow, of Digby, Nova Scotia, is in Yarmouth 
and will take charge of Laurence Sweeney’s schooner Court- 
ney, in the fresh halibut fishing. The vessel has been fitted 
out, and Capt. Snow got away on the first trip the 25th of 
March. 

Lobstermen Foul Stonebreaker 

The large ocean going tug Foremost 43, Capt. Charles Rush, 
while bound recently from Halifax, Nova Scotia, to Saint 
John, N. B., towing a large stonebreaker, got caught off this 
coast in one of the recent storms. Capt. Rush decided to 
make for Yarmouth and when crossing Lobster Bay, about 
twenty miles from this port, the stonebreaker, rolling heavily 
in the terrific sea which was running, suddenly turned turtle 
and sank, Nothing could be done at the time, but before 
leaving the spot Capt. Rush buoyed the sunken outfit and 
proceeded to this port to report the loss. The Foremost 43 
is owned by the Saint John Drydock and Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, and the stonebreaker was being taken to Saint John 
to ‘be used in connection with some extensive dredging which 
that company has contracted for in Saint John harbor. Dur- 
ing the next few days lobster fishermen operating from the 
Pubnicos and vicinity fouled the sunken stonebreaker with 
their gear. The buoy which Capt. Rush attached to the out- 
fit when it went down, was barely long enough to float on the 
surface when the tides were at their height and was run un- 
der. Due to that the fishermen at first were not aware of 
the derelict’s position until they were right over it and some 
got their traps entangled in it. 


Lobsterman Hauls Funnel Band 

Frank Frost, a lobster fisherman operating from Yar- 
mouth Bar, when hauling his pots on the 14th inst., brought 
one to the surface with a large iron band around it 
apparently from the funnel of a foundered steamship. The 
trap when set had apparently landed on what remained of 
an old funnel, crushed it and then by the action of the sea 
was worked into the iron band. It was about four feet in cir- 
cumference and about 4% inches wide, and the portion of 
it that had been in contact with the bed of the ocean was 
badly eaten away, while the portion which came to the sur- 
face on the lobster trap was in fairly good state of preser- 
vation. It is thought that possibly it may have come from 
the side wheel steamship City of Monticello which foundered 
in the vicinity of where the trap was hauled, thirty years 
ago last November. 
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Receives Gloucester Halibutters 


The “‘Squanto”’ and ‘‘Grand Marshall” 
By M. Ryan 


ALIBUTTING in the words of the fishermen is all a 

gamble, and two of the Gloucester vessels engaged in 

this branch of the industry were at Halifax in March, 
badly damaged and just able to reach port. Their crews 
had pitted their dories and trawls against treacherous 
Western Ocean Winter gales. 

Upon two hand pumps for two days rested the safety of 
the 29-year-old Gloucester halibutter Squanto and the lives 
of her crew, according to the story told when the vessel 
docked at Halifax on March 20, damaged and leaking after 
a severe battering in a heavy Easterly gale off the coast 
of Nova Scotia. 

In the next dock lay the Gloucester halibutter Grand 
Marshall which, three weeks out of Gloucester, had reached 
Halifax on March 8th, wracked from stem to stern by heavy 
Atlantic gales. The Grand Marshall had just completed re- 
pairs and was waiting for new anchors and cable to replace 
her own carried away on the fishing grounds. 

The Grand Marshall first came in contact with the gale 
while fishing on Green Bank. Her fare of 5,300 pounds of 
halibut, a meagre return for the three weeks’ labor of her 
crew, was disposed of at Halifax, following special per- 
mission received by Captain MacDonald from the Federal 
Authorities at Ottawa. 

The Squanto, on her arrival at Halifax, did not have a 
single fish aboard. Indeed the vessel had not reached the 
fishing grounds before a heavy Easterly gale ran her down 
50 miles South of Sable Island. 

A. grizzled group of veterans told the story: ‘‘A huge 
sea crashed down on us on the night of March 17th, ecar- 
ried away a section of her bulwarks aft and started the 
stern leaking. We hacked at the ceiling aft in the cabin 
with axes, and stuffed down between the planking rags, old 
oilskins, oakum, pieces of rope and anything we could get 
our hands on to stop the water from pouring in. 

‘‘Just at this dangerous moment the bilge pump became 
clogged, and to keep the craft afloat the hand pumps amid 
ships were manned. It was so rough that, while working at 
the pumps, we had to be tied to life lines. We came to 
Halifax as the nearest port to get repairs.’’ 


Some Record Halibut Trips 

‘*Captain Christopher Gibbs, master of the Squanto, is 
one of the biggest fish killers that ever strode the deck of 
a fore and after. His record of 126,600 pounds of halibut 
taken in a single trip and landed at Boston six years ago 
this Spring is the largest ever taken in recent years. The 
erew shared $340, and the total stock was $15,800. This 
trip was made in the schooner Governor Marshall. 

Captain Gibbs, with the traditional modesty of fishing 
skippers, states that this is by no means a record for all 
time. He goes back to some distant time, the date of which 
is forgotten, to explain that Captain Jerome MacDonald 
once brought back 140,000 pounds of halibut to Boston.’’ 

In this connection the following records are interesting: 

Largest stock: Captain Carl Olsen, 3 years ago in the 
Ingomar, $32,100 for two trips made in five weeks. 

Largest catch in single set: Captain Fred Upshall in the 
Precepto, 25 years ago, 95,000 pounds. It took the best part 
of three days to get the fish aboard. 

Captain Archie MacLeod, it is said, lands more halibut in 
the run of a year than anyone, but holds no record. Two 
years ago he landed 120,000 pounds in one trip made in the 
Catherine.

Spring Run of Shad and Rockfish Good 
By Sandusky Curtis 


RISK March winds breezing up lively from the North- 

East have interfered quite a bit with the fishing off 

Ocean View, Chesapeake Bay, but there have been 
good eatches brought in by trawlers from outside the Vir- 
ginia Capes. 

In addition, the oysters have been unusually good this 
year and, with crabs fairly plentiful, the seafood menu for 
local and foreign consumption has been most attractive. 

With trout, croakers, shad and other varieties entering 
the market, the added boom of fair prices gives a good out- 
look to those who earn their living from the sea. 

Trawler Gets Record Haul 

A single ecateh valued at $4,000 was brought into Phoebus 
the last day of February by the trawler Malolo when it 
placed upon the docks of the L. M. Neweomb Co. two hun- 
dred and fifty barrels of croakers, sea bass, porgies and 
flounders. The entry into the Virginia port with what was 
thought to have been the largest haul ever brought into a 
port of this State, completed a four day fishing trip off the 
Virginia coast. 

Capt. Charles Quinn, of Hampton, is the proud skipper. 
His boat came in with several others, the little fleet un- 
loading 700 barrels. His prize catch of croakers brought 
$15 a barrel, which is top price for croakers and other fish 
as well. The fish landed at the Newcomb plant totaled 
seven carloads. 

The work of the Malolo has been watched with especial 
interest locally as she was built by the J. S. Darling & Son, 
and is one of the few- Virginia owned boats that bring their 
catches to this section. 


Deep Sea Fishermen Successful 

Several thousand barrels of fish have been shipped from 
Phoebus and Hampton within the last few weeks, unusual 
activity having been reported there. The majority of the 
craft bringing loads into Tidewater, Virginia, operate off 
shore about 60 to 75 miles, and in from 20 to 70 fathoms 
of water. The present season has been one of the 
successful on record for the deep sea fishermen in 
section.

A Whale of a Report 

A whale was reported off the Capes last month by the 
erew of Army Blimp TC-5 from Langley Field. It was 
stated that the whale came to the surface, spouted water 
high into the air and made a dive into the ocean. The 
monster of the sea came up again, made another dive and 
was seen no more. 

Oysters 

The oyster business has kept up a fair stride, with large 
quantities being brought into this section for shucking, 
local use and shipment elsewhere. The shucking end has 
resulted in the maintenance of large forces at local plants, 
with the result that work has been provided for a large 
number of persons in this section. 

The quality of the oysters obtained in this section this 
year is reported as above the average. This is an encourag- 
ing sales factor. 

The prices are not as high as they will be, it is felt, and 
there is some little complaint about the difference between 
the price the oysterman gets and the price the publie has to 
pay the retail dealer. 


Clams and Crabs and Waltonians 

The seafood spotlight has been turned of late upon the 
efforts of the Izaak Walton League of America, Norfolk 
Chapter, to obtain the closing of the area from Cape Henry 
to Ocean View against the dredging for clams or crab. The 
effort has taken the form of a petition to be sent to the 
State Fisheries Commission. 

The reason for the petition, as stated, is that it is the 
belief of the Waltonians that the crabs and clams have

been wasted. When this contention was made public it 
brought a vigorous denial from George C. Bentley, secretary 
of the Hampton Crab Packers Association. 

It was charged that two-thirds of the meat taken from 
the crabs was being put into fertilizers, and that only one- 
third, the white or choice meat, was being marketed. In 
Mr. Bentley’s reply these charges were denied in detail. 

The action on the petition of the Waltonians is awaited 
with interest, opinions varying among the persons close to 
the seafood situation. 

North Carolina Shad 

During the latter part of February the weather, taking a 
warm turn, hastened the Spring run of shad in waters of 
Eastern North Carolina. Especially in the Neuse and Pam- 
lico river points the shad appeared in unusually large quan- 
tities. Gradual increases in the catches are being reported 
as Spring opens. It is also stated that the Spring migration 
of rockfish is in full swing. High prices prevail for the 
shad, and there is little chance that the low prices of 1930 
will be reached. The shad run has been the occasion of 
much financial gain in Eastern Carolina, and is helping to 
relieve the depression that has been felt there. With the 
indications for better catches being realized, conditions 
should be further improved. 

Storm Sweeps Away Nets 

In the midst of North Carolina’s fishing boom, up came 
a storm, early in March, and swept away dozens of the fish- 
ing nets in the vicinity of Hatteras, it was stated by Capt. 
W. O. Barnett of the Globe Fish Company. 

Capt. Barnett informed us that small quantities of floun- 
ders were being caught as well as blue fish. He said the off- 
shore trawlers were doing a big business. 

While the sweeping away of the nets is not expected to 
cripple the fishing industry in Northeast Carolina, it entails 
losses for individuals, which would have been much worse 
in their consequences but for an unusually good season up 
to the time of the. storm.

New Bedford 


Channel to be Deepened 
and Widened for Large Vessels 
By John J. Killigrew 


NE of the largest and most powerful dredges in the 
QO world, the Crest, is digging a canal at the bottom of 

the Acushnet River. This monster dredge is dipping 
the bottom of the Acushnet River and Buzzards Bay into 
huge mud seows which are towed around to Sconticut Neck 
and dumped near West Island. When this work is completed 
there will be a new channel, much deeper than the old one 
through which ships of major size can enter our harbor with 
safety. Day and night this work goes on, and is estimated 
it will take six months more to complete the job. 

The bottom of the new channel will be 30 feet below the 
low water mark. At high tide 34 feet of clearance will be 
available. As there are very few ocean liners that draw 
more than 35 feet of water, it will be seen that New Bed- 
ford will be able to welcome to its harbor some pretty big 
vessels after this work is completed. 

Many large rocks are raised, but no blasting has been 
resorted to up to the present time. If explosives are to be 
used, special dredges will be brought here to do the work. 
Those who know this harbor bottom say that when the 
channel is cut between Palmers’ Island and Fort Phoenix 
a huge ledge of rock will be found. 

The width of the new channel is to be 300 feet, except where 
it approaches the New Bedford and Fairhaven Bridges. 
Here it will reach a width of 400 feet. 

Scallopers Active 

Joseph Dugas, chief engineer of the Friendship, who has 
been fishing around Portsmouth, Va., has arrived in New 
Bedford for the scallop season. 

Rodney Feyler, called ‘‘the scallop king’’ of Rockland, Me., 
was in New Bedford, buying scallops. 

Practically all the New York scallopers will fish out of 
New Bedford this season, They have been arriving every day. 

The following scallop boats are ready for scalloping: 
The Beckman, Isabelle 2 and Anastasia. 

Captain Lew Wallace, captain and part owner of the schoon- 
er sealloper, Virginia R., will scallop out of New Bedford. 


‘*“Wamsutta’’ in Accident 

Captain Alexander Smith, skipper of the Wamsutta, and 
his crew of eight men narrowly escaped death or serious 
injury when the schooner’s bow smashed into the ferry boat, 
Rockaway in East River, New York. Captain Smith said 
that his view was obstructed by a chain of trawlers. The

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Cost of Catching Nova Scotia Lobsters 
Letter from Burnett Brown, Port Maitland 


N your February issue I tried to explain that it costs just 

as much to catch lobsters in Nova Seotia as it does in 

Maine. All essential commodities necessary to carry on 
the lobster industry cost as much in Nova Scotia as in 
Maine, if not more. Hon. Horatio D. Crie, Maine’s Fish- 
eries Director, makes the statement in your March number 
that lobsters are produced in Canada at from % to 2/3 the 
cost of the Maine product. We feel that this statement 
should not go unchallenged, and we would be grateful if 
Director Crie would explain just why it costs so much more 
to earry on the lobster fishing industry in Maine than it 
does in Nova Scotia. 

Director Crie further states that lobsters are bought in 
Canada by the dealers and impounded in Maine waters at 
from 10 to 20 cents a pound. I ean state, without fear of 
contradiction, that at the start of our season the average 
price during the past five years has been from 30 to 45 cents 
a pound, although this year they started off at a slightly 
lower figure. Never in my experience have I known large 
lobsters to sell at 10 cents. 

Our lobster prices, as well as the Maine prices, are gov- 
erned by market conditions in Boston and other American 
cities. We both ship to the same market at a price that 
exists at the time of shipment. Therefore, in this regard 
we both stand on an equal footing, and it costs as much 
per pound to eatch lobsters in Nova Scotia as it does in 
Maine. If this last statement is not correct, we would be 
only too glad to be informed where we are wrong. 

Hon. Crie’s argument is that lobsters are bought in Can- 
ada by lobster smacks and impounded in Maine at very low 
prices, to the detriment of the Maine fishermen. Our lob- 
stermen are not compelled to sell to the American smacks 
at whatever price they offer, which Director Crie indicates 
is very low. At least 2/3 of our lobsters are shipped in 
erates direct to Boston, where we get the existing market 
price. So our fishermen have the option of aecepting the 
smack’s price or shipping direct, and you ean depend on 
their seeing to it that there is not a large spread between 
the prices of the smack and the market. 


South Carolina Little Shad to Have 


Nursery at Georgetown 


HE hopes of J. W. Doar, of the South Carolina Fish 
eries Commission, for a shad nursery in the vicinity of 
Georgetown were materially strengthened by a_ visit 
from representatives of the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries. Dr. 
Lewis Radcliff and G. C. Leach, both of the government 
service, spent a day in Georgetown looking over the situa- 
tion and conferring with Mr. Doar relative to such a nursery. 

The shad hatchery which has been established on the 
Black River and operated under government supervision, 
has been turning out young shad in large numbers. The 
fry seemed to be as tempting to the appetites of other fish 
as the roe shad is to mere mortals, and the result of the 
hatchery’s activities could be noticed in loeal fishing circles. 

The plan which is being formulated at present is to pro- 
vide a place of refuge for the baby fish from the hatchery. 
The nursery will afford this refuge and provide for proper 
nourishment until the fish reach the length of six inches, 
which is considered by the authorities as the proper time 
for a shad to become self-supporting. The operation of 
such a plan should bring visible results in the waters around 
Georgetown, as well as in the price of this delicacy so much 
in demand during the season. 

South Carolina Given $688,000 

Allocations aggregating $688,000 for river and harbor 
projects altogether or partly in South Carolina were an- 
nounced March 12 by the secretary of war from the lump 
sum provided in the recent army appropriation bill, the 
items being as follows:

the all-the-year homes of fishing families. 
almost entirely utilized as the bases for Summer 
erations—herring and _ lobsters. 

The fishermen have small camps to which they come and 
bring their families as soon as it is warm enough for them 
to be tenable. At Hewett’s Island there are two large lob- 
ster pounds owned by Rockland dealers and frequently more 
than 50,000 pounds of live lobsters will be stored there. Rock- 
land is a great lobster port, one concern alone shipping from 
15,000 to 20,000 pounds weekly.

FATRHAVEN—The firm of Peirce & Kilburn, Ine., is the 
outgrowth of a business established in New Bedford in 1879. 
In 1917 they installed Crandall railways at the Beetle Boat 
Yard in New Bedford in a shop which had for years fur- 
nished whaleboats to the different whale ships. In 1926 
they outgrew the location and moved to the present site of 
the Atlas Basin, Fairhaven, originally a candle works and 
sail loft, then an oil works, and later the American & Atlas 
Tack Co. A railroad track now runs the entire length of 
the pier, and where originally whale oil casks were rolled, 
now roll schooner yachts. 

During the late war the property was used as a naval 
base, sheltering patrol boats. Now it shelters a fleet of 
schooners in wet storage. The basin has a great advantage 
due to the fact that the water is clean. 

Peirce & Kilburn’s aim is to render the best service pos- 
sible to yachtsmen and all types of vessels. The secret of 
the rapid handling of boats is a marine turntable, the only 
one of its kind in a yacht yard, which allows constant 
hauling and shifting of vessels into individual berths, hav- 
ing only one line into the water; also a larger Crandall 
railway for larger types. 

Situated midway between Boston and New York, on the 
shores of Buzzards Bay, it is an ideal spot fer a marine 
yard. The shop, slip, basin and buildings are very compact 
and well laid out. The plant is being thoroughly remodeled 
to meet business expansion; the firm is putting in sprinklers 
throughout and erecting substantial storage sheds.
